Sib : Beplying to your telegram of yesterday transmitted from the 
Jacksonville office of the board, you are informed that from October 17 
to December 19 inclusive, there have been reported to me 204 cases of 
yellow fever with 14 deaths. From November 22 the date of query to 
December 19 inclusive, there have been 59 cases with 6 deaths. There 
are at present writing under treatment, 9 cases.
